FRENCH TROOPS
CRUSH ATTACKS
ON VERDUN LINE

Germans Fail to Retake

Fleury-Thiaumont Po-
sitions on Meuse

FIGHT LASTS ALL NIGHT

Battle for Stronghold Raging
With All Its Original
Intensity

PARIS, Aug. 5.

All night long the mighty engagement
northeast of Verdun raged In the darknen:
with the Germans engaged In & tremendous
sffort to recaptura Thinumont work and
Fieury, hoth of which they lost to the
French troops of Genern] Nivelle on Fri
fday. In mpite of the fury of lhe assaults
and the reportad efforia, all the German at
tacks wore repulsed, the War Office an
nounced officially at noon.

The fourth day of the baltle on the
Floury-Thisumont line found the fightng
raging with all its original Intensity,

Whon the infantry was not attacked the
big guns wars Naming on both sldes, pound-
Ing the positionsa with many tons of ateel,

The War OfMice, in ith communiqus, stated
that the position at Fleury was unchanged,
adding that the combat theres continues,
however.

The powerful poszitlons of Fleury and
Thinumont changed hande three times in
24 hours. Filrst the French secured the
pogitions from the Germans, but by menns
of violent c¢ounter-attacks tha Germans
were able to win bnek mokt of their lost
ground, After henvy cannonading, ¥rench
forces were fung forwnrd with the bayonst
and the Germans werse ngain driven out

The text of the official communique
follows;

On the Somme front the night waa
comparntively calm.

Between Avee anid the Alsne we dine
persed moveranl patrol forces and took
mome  priseners

On the right bank of the Meunsa the
cannonade was violent in the entire
wectors of Thiaumont and Fleury. Tha
Germans attempted, with furious coun-
ter-attucks, to drive us out of Thiau-
mont work, We oceupy it Armly. The
battle lasted from B o'clock last night

until this morning, causing heavy loases
to the enemy, who wis repulsad In
every attack without succeeding In

gaining tha slightest advantage,

The combat han continued with squaj
violence st the village of Fleury with.
out any apprecinble change in the nit-
untion. The artillery dusl continues In-
termittently In the sectors on the right
bank.

East of Pont-a-Mousson, after artil
lery preparation, the Germans lnunched
against our positions at Fueq Forest
an atinck which was checked by our
muchine-gun fire,

In aviation activitles on the Somme
front our anerinl squadrons foughit sev-
